POWER TO TAX THE STATES. 
In the search being made by a wasteful and extrava- 


' gant Congress for new sources of public revenue, par- 


ticularly those adequate to meet the $2,000.000,000 
soldier bonus, a solution has been suggested in the 
proposal that Congress amend the revenue act of 1919 
s0 as to eliminate all deductions on account of in- 
come from tax-exempt securities. It is estimated 
that there are in the hands of investors, for example, 
bonds of 
states, territories, counties, school districts and other 
political subdivisions, which 
to the tax. 

The revenue act of 1919 and previous measures pro- 
vided for the exemption of these classes of securi- 
ties largely out of deference to the opinion of Chief 
Justice Marshall in the case of McCullough vs. Mary- 
land, wherein he denied the right of the State to tax 
a Unitéd States bank, declaring “the power to tax 
involved the power to destroy.”
